But 
whatever the ultimate outcome in the 
Senate, the Republican's autocratic hold on 
Washington is now fractured. 

The first lesson of this election is easy to 
read: President Bush and the Republicans 
lost their political edge because independ- 
ent voters lost faith in the president and 
rejected his disastrous and shameful war 
in Iraq. For the most part, it was independ- 
ent voters’ swing away from the COP rather 
than any inherent strength among the 
Democrats that punished Bush. 

When the Democratic win (or, — 
more accurately, the Republican loss) 
looked at from a national point of view, the 
picture is clear but the implications are not 
cut. Simply put, so-called blue states 
got bluer and for the most part the red 
states remained depressingly red. The De- 
mocrats’ strength is concentrated on the two 
coasts with significant but hardly revolu- 
tionary gains scored the political battle- 
grounds the industrialized Midwest. 

These distinctions, these qualifications, 
are important to note because the nation re- 
mains polarized today was two years 
ago when Bush squeaked by with his narrow 
popular win. The power shift will be real, 
but the Democrats’ mandate is elusive. 

That is so because a sizeable number of the 
Democrats elected to the House are more 
conservative or moderate than the coastal- 
friendly House leadership. 
if the Democrats are to consolidate the 
gains they scored in this election, they are 
going to have to educate the public about the 
depth and breadth the Republicans’ 
perfidy, not only in Iraq, but on a wide array 
of issues that hit average people hard: tax 
policies that favor the rich, retirement poli- 
cies that favor corporations, drug plans that 
boost profits for pharmaceutical companies, 
student loans that do little for students and 
their families other than saddle them with 
outsize debt. 

When television confmentators discuss 
the Democrats’ regained power hold 
hearings and issue subpoenas, they are 
talking in insider’s shorthand about the 
ability to instruct and teach. With their 
newfound strength the majority party 
the House, the Democrats need to launch a 
series hearings wide range issues 
to show the nation — especially the red 
states — just how wrongly things have 
gone. It’s challenge political imagina- 
tion even more than it’s a test of political 
will. The next two years will be crucial if 
the hope for truly compassionate and 
sophisticated White House realized

If the national party is looking for a mod- 
el, it could do no better than to look toward 
Massachusetts. The election of Deval Patrick 
and the tone set his upbeat but realis- 
tic acceptance speech shows that political 
life can be high-minded while being tough- 
minded. The hard work, which will surely 
be frustrating at times, will begin in earnest 
next year. This election is about more than 
glimpsing light the end the tunnel; it’s 
about the promise that — to borrow a bibli- 
cal phrase the children light can tri- 
umph over the children darkness. 


SETTLING SAME-SEX MARRIAGE, 
ONCE AND FOR ALL 

released last weekend indicates that 
clear majority of Massachusetts residents 
oppose constitutional ban same-sex 
State lawmakers, convening 
today’s Constitutional Convention, may use 
this information as convenient cover to 
move the latest version of such legislation 
forward, to let the people defeat it by popu- 
lar vote. They should not. 

The proposed constitutional amendment 
would take away the right marriage that 
the Sypreme Judicial Court recognized in its 
landmark 2003 Goodridge decision. would 
also rule out civil unions. allowed 
the floor for a vote today (November 9), the 
gay-marriage ban is expected to get “yes” 
votes from fewer than half the 200 state 
senators and representatives but would 
easily reach the one-quarter needed move 
the amendment forward second Con- 
Con, where another 25 percent vote would 
put the measure the ballot. 

The new State House News Service poll 
found that nearly two-thirds Massachu- 
setts respondents would vote against the 
amendment, with just 31 percent still favor- 

ing the ban. That’s good to know, and it’s a 
credit the people this state. 


It should also serve as a lesson to the rest 
of the country, that two and a half years of 
gay weddings have left people more accept- 
ing it, not less. 

These poll results might ease the con- 
science of legislators, who can forward the 
amendment this week knowing 
that voters will probably prevent from 
ever marring our state constitution. Some 
might even argue that letting gay marriage 
win at the ballot box is the best course to- 
ward finally ending the controversy. 

That last hope wishful thinking the 
gay-bashers, like die-hard racists, show no 
sign ever stifling themselves the topic. 

Nor are there signs anyone stifling 
them. John DePetro was recently fired from 
WREKO for insulting Grace Ross, but not for 
his ceaseless hatemongering on gay mar- 
riage. And DePetro tame compared with 
Howie Carr — who in turn is mild com- 
pared to the thousands ranting at home, 
unencumbered FCC regulations. 

Allowing this amendment process con- 
tinue would only encourage such poison. 

More important, would validate the 
shameful premise, openly stated the 
supporters, that gay rights 
should subject majority vote. 

Who would make that same argument, 
the legislature were presented constitu- 
tional amendment this week excluding ho- 
mosexuals from, say, holding government 
jobs exercising free speech? Who would 
complain about the procedural method 
used kill it? Nobody but the pig-headed. 

call upon the legislature, and 
particular Senate president Robert 
Travaglini, use those procedural meth- 
ods toss the gay-marriage ban into the 
State House dustbin. And we call upon 
newly elected governor Deval Patrick, a 
defender same-sex marriage the 
campaign trail, endorse the move. It’s 
exactly what the bigots deserve. ©

e to be talked into the title role in 
lirectc Holla —s s Copying Beethoven (for a review of 
pr e film, which opens this week, see “Trailers” on page seven 
s and Entertainment). One of the actor’s most notewor- 
oan achievements was his playing of another difficult artist 
in his Oscar-nominated role in Pollock, a film which he also 
directed. What's more, he has musical training (he played 
bass horn through high school), he’s known the director 
for 20 years, and so, “My initial thing was, God, you know, 
Beethoven, what a challenge!” 

Harris, 55, recently came to Boston to do interviews for the 
film while on break from playwright (and filmmaker) Neil 
LaBute’s one-man show in New York, Wrecks, and we talked 
in a closed dining room of the Four Seasons Hotel overlook- 
ing Boston Common. The film takes place in Beethoven's 
final years as seen through the eyes of a young female music 
student who worked as his copyist. To prepare, Harris read 
extensively about Beethoven's life and studied piano, violin, 
and conducting. Then there was the shoot, which took place 
in Hungary. “You're getting the wardrobe together and you're 
working with the wig people and working with the makeup 
people and suddenly you check yourself out in the mirror and 
it’s like, “Woah! . . . Okay, now can you act?’” 

What was the key to his acting? “At this point in his life, 
this guy is not well, physically. He had digestive problems, re- 
spiratory problems, and if I'd been left to my own devices I very 

like aly might have played him like someone who was ill. And 
one of the first things Agnieszka said to me was ‘This man has 
energy! He has energy until the day he dies. He’s filled with it; 
he’s vibrant.’ That was very important for me to hear as an ac- 
tor, because my natural tendency is to be laid back.” 

By the time Beethoven wrote his Ninth Symphony (a piece 
that, unlike the depiction in the film, was not conducted 
by the composer), he was completely deaf. And the young 
copyist, Anna (played by Diane Kruger), is a fabrication. “She 
gives him a person to talk to, to be intimate with, to share his 

feelings. And that was the express purpose of her character. 
I asked the writers point blank: why are you introducing this

fictional character? It’s this otherwise accurate — at least 
musically very historically accurate — piece. And that was 

their answer: they wanted him to have a voice, someone to 
communicate with.” Thus, the theatrical conceit that the 
deaf Beethoven can at least read lips or hear with the aid of a 
hearing trumpet. To be completely faithful to a period in his 
life when Beethoven was communicating mostly through 
handwriting in “conversation books” would have been either 
impossible to film or “a five-hour movie.” 

And, from the actor’s point of view, how does one troubled 
artist compare with another — Pollock and Beethoven? “Pol- 
lock’s work deteriorated in the last five years of his life, and 
Beethoven kept putting it out there, until he couldn’t breathe 
anymore. Beethoven wasn’t defeated — mentally, emotionally. 
He fought through his illness and kept working. And Pollock, 
his alcoholism got the better of him, and his psychological 
problems were debilitating. Beethoven was simply a much 
healthier individual. I mean, yes, he was a little reclusive; and, 
yes, he was a bit of an eccentric, but he had his wits about him 
and he did his work, and he did what he had to do to get his 
work done and he didn’t let anything get in the way.” 

Harris isn't necessarily the kind of actor who takes his 
characters home with him, but “I think I probably missed 
playing him more than I’ve ever missed playing anybody 
else. You know, once something’s up, I’m fine letting it go, 
but there was something about Beethoven because he didn’t 
give a damn about what anybody thought about him — and 
I had hair!”

Stirling, whom the Globe 
placed in the thick of Mitt’s supposed 
Latter-Day Saints conspiracy, was 
identified only as “a paid consultant 
for the Commonwealth PAC, Romney’s 
political action committee.” 

Funny, that’s not what Stirling said 
he’d be doing when he bolted his posi- 
tion as CEO of the Massachusetts Sports 
& Entertainment Commission (MSEC), 
the quasi-public agency (read: your tax

job — Stirling said in a press release 
that he was “relocating to Salt Lake 
City, Utah, to assume the role of 
Managing Partner of a newly formed 
sports/entertainment marketing and 
fundraising company, Rainmaker 
Sports & Entertainment.” 

As it turns out, Romney wanted to 
use Stirling’s talents to boost his presi- 
dential prospects, rather than to bring 
business to the Bay State. Sterling’s 
last day on the job at MSEC was July 21; 
on August 8, Commonwealth PAC paid 
him a $20,000 retainer for consulting

ontrary to what Bay State resi- 
dents have been told, very little of 
the new governor’s time will be 
taken deciding which rapists 
and murderers to parole. Other 
pressing matters await. Deval Patrick has 
plenty the first few months, what 
with choosing staff and building relation- 
ships. But even that happens, there are 
issues that simply can’t wait for action. 

Indeed, one the biggest initial tasks 
will be to determine what not to tackle, 
say a variety of close Beacon Hill observ- 
ers and insiders whom the Phoenix inter- 
viewed last week. Many in the state will 
be eager, after 16 years of Republican 
gubernatorial rule, see abrupt changes 
their particular areas interest. But 
these observers warn against trying 
tackle everything at once. Some agency 
heads can stay in place for a while; some 
campaign promises can delayed until 
the next fiscal year; and some big issues 
can be sent for “further study” by a com- 
mission or task force. 

The key separating that which can 
put off from that which can’t. With 
that in mind, here is a list of the ten most 
pressing issues facing the state’s new 
leader — the ones Patrick must deal with. 
Because, ready or not, here they come. 


FIX THE FISCAL YEAR (FY) '07 SHORT- 

FALL. Mitt Romney has been cook- 
ing the books. Republicans in far-away 
states might be impressed by his claim 
that he is leaving the state with a $1 bil- 
lion budget surplus, but Massachusetts 
taxpayers must face the reality that cur- 
rent fiscal-year revenues will fall short of 
expenditures by anywhere from $150 mil- 
lion to more than $300 million, according 
current estimates. The new governor 
walking midway through the fiscal 
year, and must make that difference 
somewhere. 

Romney declined to provide even the 
most obvious and simple solution to this 
projected shortfall, when he vetoed a $450 
million transfer from the rainy-day fund. 
That drops the problem Patrick’s lap. 
Patrick could, of course, take that route 
but doing would likely preclude sug- 
gestions for dipping into that fund down 
the line, which might need 
order fund his pet projects, like state- 
wide full-day kindergarten. 

The alternative, then, is to implement 
creative cost-cutting measure right 
away, one that will save money the 
final six months the fiscal year. Those 
options must discussed immediately 
after the election. 


PARSE THE TRANSPORTATION ISSUE. 

Roads and bridges are falling apart 
while the government dallies, and they 
aren’t getting any cheaper repair. The

issue, which has languished the back 
burner, will thrust front and center 
soon the Transportation Finance Com- 
mission releases its long-delayed report, 
which commission members say could 
early next week.

Meanwhile, quick action will be need-

commuter tax place,” says Dukakis. 


ESTABLISH BIG DIG OVERSIGHT. It won’t 
be enough to take over Romney’s 
whiteboard and magic marker. Patrick 
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needs immediately make significant 
oversight move, only fuel public per- 
ception of his direct engagement. “He’s 
going have talk about the Big Dig and 
put in place a plan for independent over- 
sight,” says Scott Harshbarger, former at- 
torney general and onetime gubernatorial 
candidate. 

Deciding the nature the governor’s 
role trickier. one hand, appoint- 
ing independent body, free politi- 
cal pressures, might good policy and 
would get the massive project out the 
governor’s hair for a while, but it could 
also criticized sign disengage- 
ment.

could also implement some version 
Healey’s pension and health-care- 
purchasing reforms. More intriguing, 
though, are proposals allocate some 
local aid based performance bench- 
marks, such the development afford- 
able-housing units, improved MCAS 
performances, says Jim Stergios, execu- 
tive director the Pioneer Institute. 


TARGET THE NEW ECONOMIC STIMULUS 

FUNDS. Every candidate for governor 
promises new, good jobs. Some then 
something about it; others end their 
term with low favorability ratings, Mr. 
Romney. 

Everybody will looking for signs 
that Patrick will provide the new jobs 
that the last governor failed deliver. 
One initial opportunity lies in the 
recently passed economic-stimulus pack- 
age; the governor can designate someone 
make sure the money goes proj- 
ects line with broader development 
policy. 

More ambitiously, the new governor 
could steal Chris Gabrieli’s idea 
state bond for research-and-development 
funding growth industries like stem- 
cell research, renewable energy, medi- 
cal devices, and biotech. At virtually no 
short-term cost, it would pump money 
into the state’s economy, and at least 
relieve some pressure the governor. 


UNDO ROMNEY'S FIATS. In August, 
the Massachusetts Public Health 
Council, Mitt Romney’s bidding, 
prohibited scientists from creating new 
stem cells regulation that flies the 
face the law passed over Romney’s veto 
weeks earlier. That shouldn't survive the 
first hours Patrick’s term. 

Mitt Romney, more than previous 
governors, used regulations and execu- 
tive orders effectively veto legislation 
didn’t like. Earlier this year, Romney 
eliminated the Commission on Gay and 
Lesbian Youth by executive order. Back 
2003, through another executive 
order, Romney overturned long-stand- 
ing affirmative-action hiring rules 
for state agencies. Other unnecessary 
commissions and task forces could 
sunsetted out existence, Harshbarger 
adds. And the legislature can even order 
the reconstitution some boards and 
commissions that need complete 
overhauls.

“It was 
certainly never our intent 
to increase the suffering 
of the Zantop family, their 
friends, or the Dartmouth 
College community,” 
Storin concluded, “and we 
express regret for the pain 
our story undoubtedly 
caused them.”

Three months 
after John J. Keaveney was utterly dis- 
credited as a whistleblower, the Globe 
has yet explain how came 
suckered by a serial liar. Here’s why the 
paper hasn't yet come clean — and why 
it might never do so. 


TOO GOOD TRUE 

Even now, it’s possible to appreciate the 
seductive quality Keaveney’s tale. 
Essentially, Keaveney took an already 
tragic situation and made even more 
painful. Reading the description 
of his alleged warning offered a kind 

f masochistic satisfaction; it was like 
pressing fresh wound, just make 
hurt a bit worse. 

No surprise, then, that the July 26 
story quickly became the talk Boston. 
In Keaveney’s note — which was dated 
May 17, 1999, supposedly mailed to 
the Globe without his knowledge, and 
received on July 25 — he warned Modern 
Continental that the epoxy-fastened 
bolts in the tunnel where Del Valle was 
killed might not hold the ceiling’s 2.5- 
ton panels. “Should any innocent State 
Worker [sic] or member of the Public be 
prea injured or even worse killed 
as a result,” he wrote, “I feel that this 
would something that would reflect 
Mentally and Emotionally upon me, and 
all who are trying construct qual- 
ity Project.” Riveting stuff, worthy of 
A-1, top-of-the-fold placement. But the 
clincher came after the jump, where 
reporter Sean P. Murphy described the 
epiphany behind Keaveney’s warning: 


“He said he really began to worry 
about the ceiling after third-grade 
class from his hometown Norwell 
came visit the Big Dig for tour 
in spring 1999. He showed the class 
some concrete panels and pointed 
the bolts protruding from the ceiling 
explaining that the panels would one 
day hang from these bolts. 

third-grade girl raised her hand 
and asked him, ‘Will those things 
hold the concrete?’ 

“He started voicing concerns among 
his colleagues and then managers 
after that.

Today, however, this promise seems 
not to have been kept. For starters, it 
needs to be said that the Herald, which 
loves gloating over Clobe gaffes, cov- 
ered the story more effectively in the 
days that followed. (Thé Herald broke 
the news that Keaveney had once been 
accused of assault, and was the first 
note that his résumé included false 
claims about his education and military 
experience.) What’s more, the Globe 
never actually issued final verdict 
the authenticity Keaveney’s memo. 
this point, it’s hard find anyone 
Boston who doesn’t think was fake.

the general public, the Clobe’s 
reticence might not seem like big 
deal. At best, the paper was victimized 
by a mentally unstable opportunist; at 
worst, this is just another case of the 
media showing itself less than 
trustworthy (see Stephen Class, Jason 
Blair, Dan Rather, Judith Miller, etc.). 
But in Boston's political and media 
circles — inside Morrissey Boulevard 
and Herald Square, the State House, 
among lobbyists and flacks 
remains a subject of great interest. 
Granted, this episode doesn’t involve 
repeated fraud or malignant intent, at 
least the part the paper. But does 
involve the city’s dominant media insti- 
tution and the biggest public-works proj- 
ect in US history. 

also offers telling glimpse into 
the methods of Marty Baron, the Clobe’s 
editor. Baron is, by all accounts, an 
extremely talented newsman. In 2001, 
when he was editor of the Miami Herald, 
the paper won Pulitzer for breaking 
news reporting; that same year, Editor 
and Publisher named Baron its editor 
the year. Baron’s five years the 
Globe, meanwhile, the paper has won 
two Pulitzers, one for public-service 
reporting the sex-abuse scandal 
in the Boston Archdiocese, and one 
(awarded to Phoenix alum Gareth Cook) 
for explanatory reporting. 

His interpersonal skills are another 
matter.

knowledge the story’s path print, 
after Murphy wrapped his interview 
with Keaveney late the evening 
July 25, it was Baron who decided the 
story should run the next day, even 
though the parties implicated in his 
account wouldn't be able to weigh in. 

In other words, even if Baron 
wasn’t solely responsible for the Clobe’s 
mistake, he’s implicated the paper’s 
decision to trust Keaveney and rush 
the story publication. And now, 
least from the outside, Baron appears 
unwilling to apply the same tough 
standards to himself that he does to 
other Globe employees. 

Baron declined comment for this 
article, and referred questions to Globe 
spokesman Al Larkin. Larkin, mean- 
while, declined comment on Slack’s 
vanished follow-up and Baron’s role in 
quickly publishing the original story. 
Slack referred the Phoenix to Larkin as 
well. And neither Murphy nor Carolyn 
Ryan, the paper’s assistant managing 
editor for metropolitan news, respond- 
requests for comment.

CLEARING THE AIR 

This limited collective response prob- 
ably prudent, from institutional 
standpoint: Baron wants close the 
books on Keaveney, he should do it in 
the Globe, not in the Phoenix. 

Also, fairness Baron, most 
journalists would probably have made 
the same decision did least 
seriously considered it. Competition 
between the Globe and the Herald was 
especially fierce the time: the Herald 
had beaten the getting picture 
the accident scene onto its later front 
pages July 11, but the Globe rebounded 
with series outstanding in-depth 
pieces the technical aspects the 
tragedy.

Pay close attention next time 
your remote maroons you before some 
MSNBC chat-fest. Most panelists will deliver 
breathless observations the political land- 
scape with a faux-knowing preface: “I was 
talking [insert major party name 
operative the other day, and he says. . .” 
Such half-leering asides are intended cre- 
ate the illusion that you, the viewer, are be- 
ing let something big. course, it’s 
all warmed-over guess work — punditry 
once-removed. There’s a reason why, say, 
Washington Post national political correspon- 
dent David Broder called “the dean po- 
litical reporters.” When was the last time 
you heard dean say anything memorable, 
much less candid? 


DOWN FOR THE COUNT 

you attended any recent gathering con- 
political operatives and for rea- 
sons both personal and professional, 
attended way more than my share — you 
saw the same glassy-eyed mien among the 
party faithful, the look tired fighter 
the 11th round, well on the way to being 
punch drunk. They drank little heavier, 
they flirted more broadly, they barked out 
jokes little louder, because they already 
had the sense that they were playing 


rapidly thinning house. 

All the while, course, they stayed 
message — that’s just what your Bush-era 
Republican does, in exactly the same way 
that compass needles point true north. But 
you could almost hear the gears grinding 
the background: “What about that 
job? Does AEI need press flak? What 
Democratic-friendly lobbying shop needs 
GOP associate?” You found yourself trading 
party banter with people mentally revising 
their résumés and reviewing their 
Rolodexes you spoke. 

For all the horse-race minutiae the city 
feeds on, the prospect actual political 
change sent the keepers official Wash- 
ington discourse into conniptions. One sen- 
was recently heard, cable off-camera 
prep room, dourly sizing his party’s 
prospects while Republican eminence 
grise was gamely talking the election 
camera next door. “I get candidates asking, 
‘Can run call for Rumsfeld’s resigna- 
tion?’” he shouted. “I tell them, ‘Run away 
from everybody! Have you HEARD THE 
TITANIC? SAVE YOURSELVES!’” 

One the hoary clichés this election 
cycle was that Republicans were starting 
act and talk like Democrats. And it’s true. 
They panicked. You could smell the fear. 
They tried define campaign messages way 
too late. Most of all, they tore into one an- 
other, blaming the White House, the con- 
gressional leadership, their political consul- 
tants anyone and everyone for their ex- 
pected loss the House long before single 
vote was counted. Here, for instance, was 
Richard Viguerie the mail-order baron 
who revolutionized the GOP getting the 
Teligious right vote conservatives into 
power the early 1980s when inter- 
viewed him about fallout from the Mark 
Foley scandal: “We know this administra- 
tion for six years has never had antenna. 
only has transmitter. But they’ve been 
comfortable telling conservatives, ‘Be a good 
boy, good girl, quiet about this out- 
rage that one’” 

So, Viguerie went on, the leaders who 
turned out the GOP’s fabled “base” droves 
smite down the gay-marriage menace 
2004, are pulling the transmitter’s plug: 
would say that 40 to 50 percent of the con- 
servative leaders the national and state 
level are either ambivalent about the elec- 
tion, they prefer Democratic victory.” 

Like Viguerie, others distanced them- 
selves from Bush while lunging some 
semblance bipartisan high ground the 
future. Way back December last year, 
one GOP power lobbyist, well into his cups, 
announced me, “This Abramoff thing 
haven’t spoken with him since, but 
eye, he’s been nursing one long 
month hangover. 

Indeed, the winds of Republican discon- 
tent had been gaining force for some time 
Washington, the Iraq war veered into 
bloody chaos and the subpoenas, indict- 
ments, and convictions GOP fixers con-

Republicans could advertise their fidelity 
the military and all its glories while mak- 
ing Kerry stand for all Democrats 
troop-deriding, appeasement-happy elitist.

trapped Cirque Soleil performance 
suddenly hearing “Free Bird” blare over the 
loudspeakers: now, this is the shit! 


DOWN THE RABBIT HOLE 

Democrats, too, feared that their campaign- 
season gains might evaporate all once, 
the flicker Treebeard sound bite. But the 
news cycle promptly moved far crazier 
conservative misdeeds, from the rugby-style 
that George Allen’s field staff 
gave blogger asking impertinent ques- 
tions about the incumbent's divorce, to the 
outing evangelical heavyweight Pastor 
Ted Haggard john for gay hooker and, 
quite possibly, meth fiend.

Bon Savants pegged their route 
key show the Troubadour 
LA tomorrow (November 10), 
where open for the Wrens.

lege, and they continued to collaborate, 
eventually hooking with Wessel, Dole, 
and keyboardist Brian Halley, a former 
Bostonian who now lives Detroit. Whe- 
lan, who played on all the songs on Post 
Rock, left the group last July and was re- 
placed Hendrix. 

Post Rock wasn’t officially available 
the US till November 7. But the Savants

The kernel “Between the Moon and the 
Ocean,” the disc’s best song, was written 
five years ago and got buried along with 
some Moran Whelan’s impromptu 
four-track jam sessions. After unearthed 
it, Moran says knew they’d hit some- 
thing special. 

“It was magic!”, Wessel kids. 

Well, it kind of is — both visually evoca- 
tive (“I killed my love in the ocean, where it 
sank with the moon and the night”) and 
unabashedly pretty, pitches gently for- 
ward slow bender twinkling piano 


trills and head-rushing chorus. The rest 
of Post Rock’s meticulous, misty-eyed pop 
feels just sophisticated and well-read. 
Songs are peppered with smarty-pants 
references the Schrodinger function 
and lunar gravity, yet the band aren't 
afraid break song wide open before its 
fizzles out. Moran describes his songwrit- 
ing process “mostly serendipitous.” 
records tracks and then rides the T for 
hours, listening them his head- 
phones, searching for words that fit. 

Bon Savants are a bit more calculated 
when comes measuring their suc- 
cess. has nothing with their col- 
lection MySpace friends the num- 
ber calls from A&R reps they get per 
day. They use different method, one 
they’re quite serious about. How big will 
the band name appear the next list- 
ing? Can an out-of-state promo trump 
Boston? this point, wherever 
they are, steady rise flier text style 
far more dependable than last- 
minute record deal. 

“Right now like, 11-point font 
any new town get into,” Moran 
says. “Hopefully over the next six nine 
months up.” 

“What's the limit, like 22 point?” asks 
Wessel. 

“First things first, we need to go bold,”

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Ali Farka Toure’s last recordings

Just over year before Malian guitarist 

and singer Ali Farka Toure died can- 
cer last March, I visited him at his second 
home Bamako, the Malian capital. 
was holding court, previewing rough mixes 
recent recordings that included what was 
destined released posthumously Sa- 
vane (Nonesuch), his first album more 
than five years. Toure was particularly 
proud the minute attention paid 
the cultural significance each track. 
may known worldwide “African 
bluesman,” but he never embraced this 
idea. His true purpose was educate people 
about the rich but neglected cultures the 
Malian north the Sonrai, Songoy, Peul, 
and Tuareg peoples. one melodious song 
from Savane, “Machengoidi,” he asks “What 
your contribution the development 
society?” and then answers “I am a teacher.” 

“When think beginning mu- 
sic,” told that day, “and when hear 
again, sense great improvement 
the depth research and the knowl- 
edge that have. But that doesn’t surprise 
me, because grew this culture. 
have evolved with it, practiced it, and I 
know it from A to Z. No matter what cul- 
ture you talk about Mali, when play 
those songs, I have all the resources, the 
knowledge not only its substance but its 
biography, and its roots.” 

On Savane, Toure covers more stylistic 
ground than his previous albums. his 
long-time producer. Nick Gold. said when 
later met with him in New York, this was 
not a man who enjoyed making records. 
“Before this, you'd have to sort of persuade 
cajole Ali into the studio. Savane was 
record very much wanted make.” 

The album was mostly recorded two 
sessions, generally starting from raw 
tracks with Toure on guitar and two musi- 
cians playing the spike lute known ngo- 
kurubu, one them high-pitched 
and plinky, the other deep-toned and 
thrumming. “That was the core the 
record,” Gold explained. “Ali would start 


playing a riff and just play and play and 
play until the other two locked in. was 
very organic. worked the songs 
lot, finesse them and sculpt them. 
Then once he was ready to record, he 
banged down.” 

That immediacy comes through all 
the material, from the stately, loping “Be- 
ta,” spirit dance from Niger, the 
folksy, reggae-tinged “Savane” the hyp- 
notic Peul celebration “Penda Yoro.” Here, 
three ngoni players contribute, including 
Mama Sissoko, a master of Malian tradi- 
tional music, and Basekou Kouyate, a 
young innovator who has worked with 
Taj Mahal and Béla Fleck. Gold recruited 
overdubs from Pee Wee Ellis on tenor sax 
and Radio Tarifa percussionist Fain Due- 
nas. Along with harmonica, these addi- 
tions fatten the mix, notably the open- 
ing “Erdi,” a song built around a majestic 
mega riff and dense with diverse instru- 
mental voices. 

That Toure was aware his condition 
may explain his uncharacteristic burst 
recording and performing. Among other 
things, collaborative Toure album with 
Toumani Diabate and Cuban bass player 
Cachaito awaits release 
But Savane will remembered 
his closing act. described his 
“most traditional” album, but it is also 
his most adventurous terms explor- 
ing different rhythms and textures. 
Gold says, “For Ali, there’s infinite variety 
traditional music. maybe say- 
ing, the more traditional it gets, the 
more variety possible.” 

Toure also thought his late record- 
ings “opportunity and privilege 
take one’s cultural destiny hand.” His 
death triggered period national 
mourning in Mali, something unprece- 
dented for a northern musician there. 
Savane may help erase the facile “African 
blues” tag and establish Toure for what 
was: man who infused ancient tradi- 
tions with fire and urgency.

David Thomas 300-pound acrobat 

tiptoeing along high wire stretched 
over chaos and control. pitches wildly 
between both yet always maintains arch 
poise graceful that the hippo balleri- 
nas in Fantasia. I’m not sure Thomas would 
appreciate the comparison, but that unlike- 
job leading the classic art punk band Pere 
Ubu, who first smacked surrealism and 
rock spunk together Cleveland the 
mid ’70s create a“bang” that yet 
faded. Even when he’s crooning “My eyes 
are growing tentacles for grab 
Pere Ubu’s new Hate Women (Smog 
Veil), an old-fashioned analog synthesizer 
whines likes distressed air-raid siren and 
chitters like sack chipmunks. It’s 
way keeping the dream 
punk’s founding fathers that rock need 
never be normal — alive. 

Jihad Jerry Casale also has love on his 
mind. And politics, too, as his new band’s 
name, Jihad Jerry & the Evildoers, and the ti- 
tle of their debut, Mine Is Not a Holy War (Cord- 
less), so subtly confess. In “I Need a Chick” 
he sings, without a hint of embarrassment, 
“I need a chick/Suckin’ my dick . . . Ineeda 
dog/To licka hog.” course, who 
used appear stage flower-pot hat 
with his original band, Devo, nearly years 
ago probably put his inhibitions aside 
about, well, 30 years ago. Or roughly the 
same time Thomas lost his sensitivity re- 
garding his weight and began billing him- 
self as Krokus Behemoth. 

All which way explain that two 
veteran artists from the original punk era 
have new albums. You might counter that 
Jihad Jerry’s disc is not a Devo CD, buta 
quick reading of the credits reveals that 
Casale joined his three fellow founding 
Dev-iants, brother Bob Casale and brothers 
Bob and Mark Mothersbaugh. And fans 
know that the sleazy, campy “I Need a 
Chick” is an old unreleased demo from the 
band’s 1978-’84 Warner Bros. salad days. 

Fans also know they can blame Mothers-

baugh and his mountain soundtrack 
work for the band’s inability regroup 
and tour and the consequent deployment 
the Disney corporation band Ep- 
cot-bred demon midgets billed Devo 2.0. 
But that’s another story. This missive is in- 
tended to inform you that Devo are back, 
and though their music may bit less 
jittery and angular hell, the lustful 
“Beehive” even slide-guitar boogie 
every bit energetically obsessive/com- 
pulsive and purposefully loopy ever. And 
Casale does not scrimp the rocking 
the satirical outrage. “Do you think it’s all 
okay/To trick starving whore with hole 
her heart/Into giving and refusing 
pay?” asks guitars clatter and wah- 
wah “The Owl,” sort skewed Aesop’s 
fable for adults. The correct answer, of 
course, is no, but as the cover shot of Jihad 
Jerry turban with pair miniature 
brown-skinned hoochie girls perched 
his shoulders reminds, Casale has never 
been concerned with what’s correct, politi- 
cally or otherwise. 

Same for Thomas, though whether it’s 
been matter purposeful ambition 
the kind detachment that comes with 
unchecked creative eccentricity is a coin 
toss. different about Pere Ubu to- 
day is that the “papa” has become 
Thomas’s baby. When the group formed 
and even re-formed in the ’8os, there were 
other fiery creative personalities involved, 
from beautiful consumed loser and origi- 
nal guitarist Peter Laughner such ster- 
ling late arrivals haywire drummer 
Chris Cutler and disturbed synthesist Eric 
Drew Feldman. Although Thomas 
masterful sonic architect, not in- 
strumentalist, and he needs another po- 
tent musical voice goad him his 
wildest evangelical peaks. 

Oh, and after listening this album 
many times, don’t think Thomas really 
hates women.

Joanna Newsom rises the occasion

pproximately two centuries ago, 
when I saw Chicago’s Big Black 
play the Hammersmith Clarendon 
in London, the following occurred: 
in the heat of the performance, 
someone grabbed the neck of Steve Albini’s 
guitar, gripped it, and had his hand sliced 
open when Albini whipped it haughtily 
or the rest of the show, this ag- 
grieved celebrant was flicking blood from 
his wound at Albini, in an act of profane 
anointment, until the white T-shirt of the 
Big Black frontman was pink with it. (Albi- 
ni, needless to say, never blinked.) “That’s 
fucking crazy!” says Joanna Newsom, speak- 
ing from her home in Northern California, 
when tell her about it. “What great story. 

Albini our topic because was 
his capacity as a producer — who recorded 
voice and harp for her new full- 
length, Ys (out November 14 on Drag City), in 
which the crooked madrigals of her 2004 de- 
but, The Milk-Eyed Mender, are exchanged for

I’ve started feel like need 
responsible for the comments that out in- 
the universe, and people ask over 
and over again about the sarae things, 
produces these volumes quotes, which 
turn get read by the next interviewer wiio 
thinks, ‘Hmmm, I should ask about that, 
that seems like it’s something that’s inter- 
esting her.’

Dominique Eade returns disc with new partner

perverse, painful pleasure 

in recalling a particular New York 

Times Magazine essay by David Hajdu 

back in December 2000. The piece 

was ostensibly profile/critique 
the rising young jazz vocal star Jane Mon- 
heit. In fact, it was a finely argued variation 
on the old theme “What's Wrong with Jazz 
Today.” (Hey, we all write them.) Hajdu re- 
called seeing the young Monheit couple 
years previously and having no special mem- 
ory her except for thick mane brown 
hair and a musical ability shared by scores of 
other talented young singers on the New 
York scene. And besides, he added for his 
lead paragraph’s kicker, “I already knew who 
the Next Thing in jazz singing would be: Do- 
minique Eade.” Eade, he pointed out, had it 
all: she was “an impossibly versatile vocal- 
ist, composer, lyricist and instrumental 
arranger” who also “happened to be delicate- 
ly attractive and blond.” 

Eade’s Boston fans know the rest of the 
story. At the time of Hajdu’s essay, she'd just 
been dropped RCA, after making two bril- 
liant albums for the label. Hajdu was in 
essence using Creative artists like Eade and 
Cassandra Wilson and Patricia Barber and 
Nora York to beat up on the best-selling stan- 
dards-only singers of the time: Monheit, Di- 
ana Krall, Harry Connick Jr. 

The scene has changed somewhat since 
then. Wilson has maintained her own kind 
of stardom, Connick’s gone to Broadway, 
Norah Jones and Madeleine Peyroux have 
entered the scene, and Krall is writing 
songs with husband Elvis Costello. Eade 
meanwhile, has slowed down a bit and re- 
grouped — to teach and to raise her two 
young sons with husband Allan Chase, who 
like her teaches at New England Conservato- 
ry. There have still been plenty local gigs, 
and short jaunts to Europe and elsewhere. 
And her fans have had the pleasure see- 
ing her warmly reviewed when she played 
New York. 

If there’s any pain left from those post- 
RCA days, Eade’s not showing it. When we 
get together for breakfast in Kenmore 
Square, she’s as engaged and outgoing as 
ever, dressed striped pants and leather 
jacket and at 48 still a beauty. Open (Jazz Pro- 
ject), a duo session with 24-year-old pianist 
and NEC grad Jed Wilson, is her first CD 
since that last RCA release, The Long Way 
Home, in 2000. (They play the Regattabar 
this Tuesday.) “This record was pulling my- 
self together business-wise. It was like, all 
right, have all these things, I’ve been play- 
ing them for people, people have been react- 
ing them, have take the next step. Sol 
took business step for artistic reasons be- 
cause you have clear the house make 
room for more stuff!” 

Working duo with Wilson

“Go Gently to the Water” has a 
hymnal feel, and “Open Letter” leans to- 
ward Joni Mitchell — but then, Mitchell is 
the jazziest the singer-songwriters, and 
Eade takes left turn the bridge with 
nod toward Jobim’s “One Note Samba.” The 
twists and turns and odd structure “Ct 
Bridge” and “Series One” are match for 
her typically unusual choice from the Amer- 
ican Songbook repertoire, Coleman Car- 
olyn Leigh’s “You Fascinate So.” And Wil- 


son brought Leonard Cohen’s “In My Secret 
Life” to the session. 

Eade’s singing typified humor, dar- 
ing, control, and honesty. She doesn’t trick 
the emotions her songs with exagger- 
ated “jazzy” syncopations or “soulful” melis- 
mas. On the verse of “Series of One” she 
doesn’t seem to draw a breath, but it’s got to 
there somewhere the “series” rev- 
elations is meant to be a breathless “one.” 
Her vocal control perfect for Leigh’s witty 
lyrics, when she jumps register 
from the title phrase sing, feel like 
Christopher Columbus when I’m near 
enough contemplate the sweet geography 
descending from your eyebrow to your toes.” 
When “fascinate” morphs into the comic 
“aggravate” and “irritate” the final cho- 
she doesn’t for the Broadway hard 
sell but lets her sure carriage the melody 
and the text and her simpatico with Wilson 
deliver the message.

SING THE

What’s the deal with Madeleine Peyroux? Touring be- 
hind her second hit album for Rounder, Half the Perfect 
World, she drew a good crowd to the Berklee Performance 
Center a week ago Wednesday, and she plied her brand 
of retro-contemporary: a Billie Holiday vocal style 
backed jazzy acoustic quintet keyboards, guitar, 
bass, drums, and trumpet. She’s always been a reticent, 
uneasy performer who saves herself with winning 
streak self-depreciating humor and improvisational 
spontaneity, and Berklee she introduced songs with 
wry, practiced, patter, smiled trumpeter Ron Miles 
after he played a particularly tasty solo, and told the au- 
dience that portion the ticket price was going the 
Boston charity Spare Change. 

But sometimes reticence turned to awkwardness. 
Peyroux real improviser, and you can sense her 
feeling her way afresh into each song — no two per- 
formances are alike. The danger in making it up as you 
along that you can fall your face. When she 
sang slow ballad like Fred Neil’s “Everybody’s Talkin’ 
Charlie Chaplin’s “Smile,” her phrasing fell apart 
there was a mile between syllables, and nothing con- 
necting them. Sometimes her pitch was off, her 
voice thinned out unsupported strings notes. Was 
it a failure of technique, or a failure of commitment, 
as if she hadn’t made up her mind which note to hit 
or when? 

She sang a Tom Waits tune and a couple by Leonard Co- 
hen and her own, winning All Right” (“It 
won't be fun when you're drinking for one”). Peyroux 
makes you lean listen her, and sometimes the at- 
tention you pay is worth it, especially the way she can hit 
a line in, say, Randy Newman’s “I Think It’s Going to Rain 
Today” tin can feet, think I'll kick down 
the street/That’s the way to treat a friend.” And when she 
sang less-played Billie Holiday number, Hear Music,” 
she reconfigured the melody and really sang out on the ti- 
tle phrase. For change, she meant it.

LIT ROCK AND ROLL

In his ill-fitting khaki blazer, button-down shirt, and 
floppy necktie, Colin Meloy looked every bit the rum- 
pled college professor as he stood with the Decemberists 
in front of a Japanese-themed backdrop, reddish-orange 
paper lanterns and all. But was little while before 
most of the Orpheum’s capacity crowd were up on their 
feet, that wasn’t because anyone (except me and a few 
other critics) was taking notes. No, Meloy and his five 
Decemberists simply took their time building the kind 
momentum that prompts one stand rather than sit 
typical rock show. course, there’s nothing typi- 
cal about the Decemberists — at least not on the sur- 
face. When Meloy sings about war the their new The 
Crane Wife (Capitol), it’s the American Civil War he’s 
talking about, bayonets and the battle Manassas (bet- 
ter known as Bull Run here in the North). 

But Meloy’s penchant for historical fictions, poetic 
turns of phrase, and unusual instrumentation (Satur- 
day that included what looked bouzouki, accor- 
dion, banjo, and upright bass along with the expected 
Hammond organ, electric bass, guitars, and drums) is 
something smokescreen. Even “The Perfect Crime 
#2” one the tunes that got the crowd standing 
sounds like something that might have been written 
around the time Jack the Ripper, heart it’s 
catchy rock song. I’m not sure I've ever heard three elec- 
tric guitars make as little noise as they did for the first 
half it. Eventually Meloy kicked things notch for

Avalon last Saturday night. The release his sec- 
ond album, Once Again (Sony), has put the R&B crooner 
the cusp major breakthrough, the kind that 
would make one-night stand club like Avalon 
fond memory. When did appear, leaping down the 
stairs at the back of the stage, the crowd was already 
singing “Heaven,” track from the new album. 

Backed full band and singers, Legend alternat- 
between standing the microphone and sitting 
his piano often switched between new and 
old songs. Yet the higher quality his older material 
was evident. Get Lifted was filled with high-energy 
numbers; Once Again is a safer, more ballad-heavy af- 
fair.

When he sat down to play “Where Did My Baby Go,” 
the middling ballad from Once Again, the indifference 
was palpable.

Too 
many tracks from Once Again lack the soulful groove 
his best work; live, however, a few of them — “Stereo” 
and “Slow Dance,” particular improved enor- 
mously. The band played big part, tearing into these 
numbers with rawness that’s lacking his slick 
studio recordings. Legend has the potential shed 
his Starbucks-friendly smoove leanings favor the 
timeless soul he’s folded into hip-hop-dominated 
culture. And it’s tour like this, with passionate 
crowd in an intimate setting, that he can learn the 
difference between the two.

it’s time take the pulse the Iranian 
new wave, from a distance, with all 
sneaky Western prejudices accounted for, 
and almost two decades after the initia- 

tion of Abbas Kiarostami’s Koker trilogy, 
then the prognosis suggests a hardening of 
the arteries — complaisance, exhaustion, 
even a touch of Alzheimer’s. No surprise: 
cultural spurts have life expectancy, and 
because they aren't truly ever unified, they 
tend to dissipate. (The French tsunami of 
Godard, Truffaut, al. could said have 
receded once Godard joined an anonymous 
Marxist collective and Truffaut starred 
Steven Spielberg film; the Polish and Czech 
waves were each quickly squished 
Curtain oppression.) The Iranian masters 
upon whom come depend seem for 
the moment indulging their global 
fame; the bulk other exportable 
ers, toiling in the Persiari mainstream, may 
have learned more about the meaning 
cinema from Harvey Weinstein than from 
Kiarostami Codard the Italian neo-real- 
ists. 

Still, you want the one 
who decides that this Promethean, post- 
postmod movement has crested, seething 
does beneath battery political obsta- 
cles that include tirelessly censorial gov- 
ermmem, a battery of Sharia dictums, and 
now international face-off over 
right enrich uranium. (That last gout 
media yowling ignores the fact that Iran 
would the 22nd country perform 
such enrichment, though it is the most re- 
source-rich.) The movement's godfather, 
Kiarostami has always hovered above the Is- 
lamic by-laws with his hyper-real meta- 
fictive constructs, but FIVE (2004; November 
11 and 25 at noon) is something else, an asce- 
tic hibernation in the minimalist caverns of 
undergrounders Andy Warhol and Michael 
Snow.

SCREAM OF THE ANTS (2006; November 11 at 5 
pm) bizarre, free-associative pickle 
film, the narrative of which follows a Per- 
sian couple (he’s older and philosophical 

theist, she’s younger, gorgeous, and spiri- 
tually needy) on an Indian trek to meet a 
holy man. Along the argumentative way 
Makhmalbaf treats ripe parodies the 
messiah syndrome (a crowd of worshippers 
keep old cripple unwillingly sitting 
train tracks, believing him capable stop- 
ping trains with his eyes), and middle- 
class faith tourism.

Two other grand lions are included 
this year’s fest. Rakhshan Bani-Etemad, the 
feminist veteran documentary 
and fiction best known for Nargess and 
2001's Under the Skin of the City, has like 
Kiarostami defected digital video, and her 
MAINLINE (2006; November 11 at 1:40 pm), 
directed with Mohsen Abdolvahab, is an in- 
timate and committed, finally familiar, 
melodrama in which a discontented heroin 
addict attempts clean before her wed- 
ding. As always, Bani-Etemad’s concerns are 
social, not psychological; the stress cracks 
belong generation troubled Persians. 

Bahman Farmanara, the once-sup- 
pressed filmmaker who made his late-in-life 
comeback with 2000’s meta-autobio-pic 
Smell of Camphor , Fragrance of Jasmine, returns 
with a tamer fairy tale. A LITTLE KISS (2006; 
November 19 at 5:45 pm) trails after two ag- 
ing writers with differing political perspec- 
tives but similarly serious terminal illnesses 
who take road trip together with Death 
(personified by luminous Iranian movie star 
Hadieh Tehrani). The movie is stodgy and 
naive but also sincere and no-nonsense, de- 
pending how old you are and what de- 
gree you're plagued with hipness.

3:45 pm) skirts efforts abject comedy, 
but the mysterious-exile-returns-to-his- 
home-town-and-embittered-love tale de- 
pends entirely on its inexpressive characters’ 
keeping revelations to themselves.

Some 
might say meta-fiction, the “avant- 
garde” genre that’s actually older 
than Don Quixote, which work 
fiction self-consciously refers its 
own artifice. bit dry, perhaps, fora 
mainstream romantic comedy 
which might why director Marc 
Forster (Finding Wonderland) lards over 
his whimsically feeble film with sen- 
timentality. 

IRS auditor Harold Crick (Will Fer- 
Tell) has his counting-toothbrush- 
strokes routine disrupted 
woman’s voice, British-accented, 
narrating his life with the over- 
wrought prose best-selling nov- 
elist. And she is: Kay Eiffel (Em- 
Thompson embodying the writer 
chain-smoking twitchy hoyden) 
reclusive genius struggling 
through block finish her 
latest work, Death Trouble 
is, she can’t figure out how to kill off 
her protagonist, Harold Crick, since 
in each of her books, as in life itself, 
the hero heroine must die. 

Neither Crick nor Eiffel aware 
the other exists, and Harold tries to 


solve the mystery the narrative 
voice consulting literature profes- 
sor (Dustin Hoffman, dipping little 
into his Huckabees role and provid- 
ing the film with some absurdist 
panache) who says things like, “Ah, 
dramatic irony. That’s the killer.” 

Indeed. Too bad Forster didn’t in- 
dulge more that irony instead 
submitting the temptations 
clichés and bathos. narrative de- 
vices like love object Ana Pascal (Mag- 
gie baker who gave 
Harvard Law School order 
“save the world with cookies.” But the 
director learned the hard way, 
through the critical and commercial 
his previous film, Stay, 
not too ambitious. for Ferrell, 
he’s going the opposite direction, 
trying like Jim Carrey act more 
“serious” roles, and the result is that 
you wait for him funny and 
never quite is. This Eternal Sun- 
shine the Spotless Mind. Which 
given that film’s poor box office 
probably good news for everyone in- 
volved except movie fans.

he American media have long 

pigged out titillation and 

tragedy. And in After Ashley (pre- 

sented by Company One at the BCA 

through November 18), Gina Gion- 
friddo has written frighteningly funny 
work about that particular eating disorder. 
The play, which debuted in 2004 at the Hu- 
mana Festival of New American Plays and 
went on to an Off Broadway run starring 
Kieran Culkin and Anna Paquin, merciless- 
satirizes the way which both media and 
victims exploit catastrophe this case 
turning one wounded teen into a coruscat- 
ing vigilante for frank remembrance, how- 
ever lacking it might be in hearts, flowers, 
political correctness. And Company 
One hasn't decorated the Boston premiere 
with movie stars, it fields a mostly excel- 
lent non-union cast that makes credible 
even most outrageous leaps 
and she moves from Dr. Phil’s territory to 
Jerry Springer’s to Paris Hilton’s before 
she’s done. 

We meet the title character in the first 
scene, which is set in 1999 and finds this 
unhappy 35-year-old mother of a 14-year-old 
boy who’s home sick with mono making 
him even sicker with her inappropriate talk 
drugs and sex and her own romantic rest- 
lessness. Poor son Justin does his best to 
hide under a blanket as, in Shawn La- 
Count’s sharp production, Ashley prods his 
personal space too-small couch. When 
education-reporter dad Alden, font lib- 
eral unctuousness, arrives, you can see why 
unfulfilled. For one thing, she’s 
blunt as he is fuzzy. When Alden an- 
nounces he’s met a homeless schizophrenic 
and hired him yard work, she opines 
that sometimes people are homeless be- 
cause they're lazy, adding for good measure 
that she’s met battered women who would 
provoke her violence. 

By the play’s second scene, Ashley has 
been raped and murdered by the handy- 
man, who was off his meds. It’s three years 
later, and Alden has written a bestselling 
memoir titled After Ashley. The whole world 
has listened to Justin’s 911 call, in which he 
refused leave his dead mother even 
though the killer might still lurking. 
And father and resentful son (who has been 
through drink, drugs, and therapy) are ap- 
pearing talk show discuss their 
healing. As it happens, host David Gavin 
got his gig milking his own tragedy: 
is the deadbeat dad of a murdered child 
whose death parlayed into career 
message: “Don’t postpone love.” Alden’s 
message, sneers Justin, might as well be 
“Bring the homeless home.” Certainly 
Alden isn’t bitter about his wife’s murder: 
he dedicated his book to the killer’s mother. 


And glib, booming David pronounces the 
sentimental, highly sanitized After Ashley an 
“American epic tragedy” reflective the 
9/11 zeitgeist, which our collective sense 
safety has gone the smoke the 
Twin Towers. 

Before you know it, Alden has his own 
talk show, which video sparkling 
ocean leads into interviews with victims of 
sex crimes followed by “tasteful” re-enact- 
ments and the dispensing safety tips. Fa- 
ther and son have relocated to Florida, be- 
cause it’s cheaper to shoot the show there. 
Justin holed sparsely furnished 
apartment financed allowance from 
painstakingly understanding dad. And the 
teen has taken with goth college girl 
named Julie, who came on to him because 
of his ghoulish celebrity as “The 911 Kid.” 
But when Alden and David come with 
plan plaster Ashley’s name home for 
battered women staffed by volunteers called 
Ashley’s Angels and wearing little purple 
lapel wings, Justin pulls out his secret 
weapon and all hell breaks shockingly and 
hilariously loose. 

most ingenious about After Ashley, 
which makes use of live as well as recorded 
video, is the way in which it draws the au- 
dience into its scathing send-up 
voyeurism. (Sure, we want to watch; roll 
the tape!) Company One handles this aspect 
adeptly enough. But what’s most impres- 
sive about the production the terrific per- 
formance of two young actors, students at 
Suffolk University and Boston Conservatory 
respectively, as Justin and Julie. Ed Hoop- 
man nails Alden, whose fervent goals are 
political correctness, do-gooder liberalism, 
and psychological understanding, long 
they don’t get the way his oppor- 
tunism. Kelly Lawman makes the most of 
Ashley’s loving, ditzy fragmentation. And 
Naheem Garcia combines sonorous polish 
with street toughness broad-gesturing 
David. But Ana Nogueira, as 20-year-old 
older woman Julie, shy and precocious at 
once, and Jonathan Orsini, as the hilarious- 
ly scathing if hurting Justin, are as brazenly 
real Alden’s carefully deployed grief 
phony. 

French Morocco seems long way from 
upstate New York, but prolific playwright 
A.R. Gurney makes the leap. Well, at- 
tempts it. In Screen Play (presented by Nora 
Theatre Company Boston Playwrights’ 
Theatre through November 19), the author 
of Love Letters re-purposes Casablanca, remov- 
ing the iconic 1942 film to 2015, when the 
dismantling of the American economy by 
idiot oligarchs coupled with the domination 
the religious Republican right has liber- 
als queuing Buffalo for “letters tran- 
sit” Canada. Those attempting flee in-

clude turncoat Republican and liberal televi- 
sion personality Walter Wellman and his 
wife, Sally, who finds herself thrown back 
together with Buffalo bar owner Nick, 
whom she ditched airport following 
2000 Gore campaign romance. Well, here’s 
looking at you, Paul Henreid, Bergman, and 
Bogie. But the only thing this staging 
Screen Play that approaches the sophistica- 
tion of Casablanca is Peter Edmund Haydu’s 
turn Wellman. The rest the 75- 
minute spoof, at least in Richard McElvain’s 
sloppily exuberant staging for the Nora, is 
more redolent of Dumb and Dumber. 

How do you put a movie on stage? If 
Gurney, you think back the rousing 
success of Love Letters, which tells its tale of 
star-crossed upper-crust lovers through cor- 
respondence read on stage by two actors, and 
conceive the play as a reading of a supposedly 
controversial screenplay (“too dangerous 
produce”) that we, the audience of 2015, are 
at some risk to be taking in. Indeed, the best 
part the Nora production may the casu- 
opening, which the actors show up, 
banter with one another, josh the audience, 
and take their places amid the detritus 
rehearsal space: bits and pieces scenery, 
folding chairs and script stands, upright 
piano which music director Jeffrey Gold- 
berg tickles out snatch “As Time Goes 
By.” Then the not-so-clever parody and 
broadside blue-state politicking begin.

DOROTHY MUSICAL JOURNEY 


Toward the end of Respect: A Musica 

Journey (at the Stuart Street Playhouse 
indefinitely), a revue bringing together some 
four dozen fermale-associated pop oldies, 
comes the big moment that’s supposed to 
represent American womanhood shaking 
off its shackles and stepping bravely into the 
future. And the song that accompanies this 
moment? Charlene’s 1982 hit “I've Never Been 
to Me,” widely considered one of the sappiest 


songs ever written. 


Fortunately, Aimee Collier — one of three 
excellent performers on stage — makes the 
song bearable, not quite anthemic. But 
that’s Respect in a nutshell: as a “musical 
journey” it goes nowhere, tracing a century of 
women’s lives and music with all the depth of 
Virginia Slims commercial. Performers Collier, 
Kareema M. Castro, and Tiana Cheechia make 
it a perfectly good evening of cabaret if you 


tune out the narration. 


That can be a chore since the author, for- 
mer Vanderbilt University professor Dorothy 
Marcic, isn't content to make the point that 
women have sung a lot of great songs, give or 
take a Charlene number. Instead she employs 
on-stage narrator (Kathy St. George) 


Marcic’s personal history (by all appearances 
numbingly conventional) with the social his- 
tory of American women since 1900, wit 

the civil-rights movement thrown in for good 


measure. The story is told in broad strokes, 


with feel-good howlers like “Rosa Parks was 
tired on that bus, all right — tired of oppres- 
sion!” And the narrator's journey ends when 
she decides to work part-time and watch her 
daughter grow, a noble goal but not the stuff 
of which riveting theater is made. 

Although most of the song choices are 
better than the Charlene turkey, most are 
obvious enough to further this Cliffs Notes 
of musical feminism. Icons like Patsy Cline, 
Billie Holiday, and janis Joplin are hauled out; 
“| Will Survive” and “| Am Woman” show up 
exactly when you'd expect them to. Notably 
missing are the many performers — Marlene 
Dietrich, Laura Nyro, Patti Smith, even Ma- 
donna who put twist identity. 
For that matter, there’s so much griping 
about what heels men are that surprising 
the show doesn't close with a medley of k.d. 
lang and Ani DiFranco songs. 

It's no small feat to put emotional sub- 
stance into this kind revue, but the singers 
manage it. Collier gets saddled with a tragic 
monologue about a ‘50s girl who gives in to 
her boyfriend’s pleas to (shudder) have sex but 


comes back strong with “Piece of My Heart,” 


which she delivers in her own voice instead of 
aping Castro does well the soul bel- 
ters; she’s better still on the slow burn of “God 
Bless the Child.” 

But it’s Cheechia who shows the greatest 
range. the first act she’s given the sweet 
and innocent roles, including a charming turn 
as Betty Boop and a comic (but not over-

Haute couture storms the MFA

1 feared for my life when I walked into the 
Downtown Crossing H&M one morning last 
November. Stella McCartney's H&M line 
was being unveiled, and women tear- 
ing pants and ruffled tops from racks 
though the fate of their immortal souls de- 
pended it. regular Saturday, H&M 
delicious vortex capable sucking you 
for entire afternoon you riffle through 
piles of trendy clothes whose edge has been 
dumbed down in order to accommodate the 
critical shopper with limited budget who 
wants to be sharply dressed without being 
shocking. The music is always too loud, the 
lines for the dressing rooms are laughably 
long, and the notion finding shirt 
size other than the one you saw flung on 
the floor ridiculous pursuit that ends 
only in heartache. But on Stella McCartney 
Day, nobody was safe at H&M. 

Driving shoppers was the knowledge 
that, with bucks and quick hand, you 
could walk out with a piece designed by a 
woman who sells similar items for thou 
sands her own store. This was limited- 
edition run, and most of Stella's line sold 
out in a matter of hours; just a few random 
scarves were left swinging eerily the 
void. There was screaming; there was grab- 
bing; there were energetic battles over man- 
nequins of samples. It was the urban chain- 
store equivalent of a war zone, with such 
spoils pair inexpensive well-cut skin- 
ny jeans. Was it worth it? I’m certain any- 
one who left with authentic Stella cargo 
priced for the masses would sigh, smile, 
and happily answer yes, even as she band- 
aged up the scratches on her arms and won- 
dered when she'd be able to wear that su- 
per-tight pencil skirt. 

The Swedish retailer represents what 
many in the industry consider the ultimate 
source for democratic high fashion. The 
Museum Fine Arts’ latest blockbuster, 
“Fashion Show: Paris Collections 2006,” 
takes its cue from the H&M philosophy. In a 
vein similar the other textile exhibitions 
of its caliber — recently the Victoria & Albert 
“Sixties Fashion” and 
“AngloMania: Tradition and Transgression 
in British Fashion” —“Fashion Show” sets 
out to prove that it’s possible to strip away 
the mystique associated with the insular 
world of haute couture and spin it intoa 
specialized art form.

in restraint when it could have saturated, 
with a layout that resembles a sequence of 
store windows instead of an installation. 
And yet, how often you Paris gape 
at a Karl Lagerfeld suit that took 780 hours to 
embroider? Short jumping into one his 
tailored Chanel outfits and pulling on a pair 
of his two-toned lambskin boots, it’s unlike- 
that the experience could get much more 
personal than this. 

If you’ve ever watched a couture runway 
show on the Style network or heard super- 
model Tyra Banks bellowing at her charges 
Next Top Model about the impor- 
tance about being able wear couture prop- 


erly, then you know that couture fashions 
aren’t conventionally appealing. The pieces 
are about the finishing, the detailing, the 
embellishment, and the balls-out glamor. 
And though contemporary high-fashion 
designer would state that his her work 
can be appreciated only by the wealthy and 
the beautiful, there’s always been a disap- 
pointing gap between the idea and the exe- 
cution egalitarian couture. 

But the fashion world experiencing 
something of a cultural revolution of late, 
thanks to the success of Bravo’s Project Run- 
way and its behind-the-scenes glimpse into 
garment and runway production, not to 
mention the cult-of-personality crossover 
between celebrity image and design talent. 
Mary-Kate and Ashley Olsen have had 
kids’ line since they were kids, and Jennifer 
Lopez, P. Diddy, Gwen Stefani, Jessica 
Simpson, Justin Timberlake the list goes 
on — have followed, clamoring for a chance 
to force-feed their fashion sense on Macy’s 
junior departments and the general public.

When Detective Jane Tennison made

Angie 
toothsome Police Woman and 
CBS’s groundbreaking Cagney Lacey had 
put women the force. But Prime Suspect, 
written Lynda LaPlante answer 
the many all-male police procedurals 
on British TV, finally put a woman in 
charge. Fifteen years and seven telefilms 
on, Tennison now detective superin- 
tendent the verge retirement, but 
the job has been hard her soul. Even 
so, she doesn’t seem ready quit. 

Prime Suspect: The Final Act (airing two 
parts, November 12 and 19, on WGBH 
Channel pm) begins with the discov- 
ery not dead person but semi-con- 
scious one: the heroine herself, hung over 
and disheveled, waking strange place 
that turns out her own house. Ever 
the professional, she staggers the office 
after downing another drink. Like many 
high-functioning addicts, Tennison looks 
fine. she’s got personal style (and 
stylish, no-iron blouse/skirt set) that 
works double overtime. But look closer: her 
long-time habit her bloodshot eyes 
and unsteady hands. That her junior staff 
lets slide speaks how respected (or 
feared) she is. perhaps demonstrates 
how youth tends avoid those with one- 
way ticket Florida. “Where all the old 
coppers now,” she says bitterly.

he most extraordinary event at last 

week's extraordinary Boston Sym- 

phony Orchestra concert was the 

one the fewest people heard. For 

the BSO’s ongoing Beethoven- 
Schoenberg series, James Levine paired the 
Schoenberg Violin Concerto with the 
Beethoven Violin Concerto and added 
string-orchestra arrangement of Beethoven's 
Fuge (“Creat Fugue”: the original finale 
his 13th String Quartet, uncompromis- 
ing 17-minute movement he later replaced 
with a shorter and simpler movement). The 
extraordinary part was performing the 
Fuge twice, at the beginning of the concert 
and then again the end, you could hear 
relation both violin concertos. 

When you heard it first, it sounded much 
the way you might expect it to: knotty, re- 
lentless, a perpetual-motion dance of death 
with two lighter interludes.

But you could also hear how it 
fed into Schoenberg’s ideas about structure 
and tonality. Not only could you understan 
better itself, but helped you under- 
stand the Schoenberg you'd just heard. 

was wondering before the concert started 
how many in the audience would flee after 
the two Beethoven pieces. There were cer- 
tainly more empty seats after intermission, 
and even more after the first movement 
the Schoenberg. But the largest exodus oc- 
curred 10:04, just before the repeat the 
Grofte Fuge. I guess a lot of people thought they 
were going hear the same piece twice. 

far Levine’s Beethoven-Schoenberg 
survey been much happier with his 
Schoenberg than with his Beethoven. But 
the Beethoven this time was more convinc- 
ing and powerful. The Fuge was the best 
live performance the orchestral version 
ever heard. The antiphonal seating (first 
and second violins opposite sides the 
stage) that Levine has brought the BSO al- 
lowed you to hear the four separate inter- 
weaving voices the fugue. Anyone who 
arranges orchestral versions of string-quartet 
movements must decide whether include 
basses, and if so, where to put them. Levine 
based his transcription Beethoven’s own 
two-piano arrangement the piece, which 
had evidently studied depth. Where 
added basses support the cellos gave the 
low end of the scale visceral force; at one 
point the sound was deep wondered 
whether any cellos were playing all. All 
the strings played with precision, and the 
slower, higher-lying passages had a celestial 
weightlessness. The orchestra not only met 
the technical challenge but also presented an 
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emotional trajectory. The last bars were the 
most celebratory moments of the evening. 

The soloist for the two concertos was the 
40-year-old German violinist Christian Tetz- 
laff, whose playing of the Ligeti Violin Con- 
certo under Franz Welser-Most in 1997 was 
one the BSO’s most memorable perform- 
ances of 20th-century music. Tetzlaff is not 
just a commanding technician, he also has a 
probing musical mind. The Beethoven con- 
certo was never soupy, merely throbbing 
with vibrato. It was always freshly phrased 
— infectiously lean and buoyant, urgent and 
intimate. (Some of the BSO string players 
were irresistibly bobbing and swaying while 
Tetzlaff played.) The big surprise came in the 
big first-movement cadenza, that moment 
when soloists take off on their own. This 
one was composed by Tetzlaff, and it was 
less a solo than a duet with BSO timpanist 

I The concerto itself opens 
n taps, and they become a 
running motif. Drum taps are also signi- 
ficant in the Schoenberg, so Tetzlaff’s ca- 
denza became one more way pulling the 
entire program together. 

Program annotator Michael Steinberg 
refers to the constantly changing, kaleido- 
scopic nature the Schoenberg. It’s like 
carnival, with a dancing energy, the sounds 
the crowd, the rides, the barkers, dance 
bands and marching bands, all overlapping. 
Also passages great delicacy lovers 
sneaking into the shadows during the slow 
movement. 

The entire evening was marvel play- 
ing and planning. I’m sorry anyone missed 
it. any part it. 


Neither risk nor daring was involved 

Boston Lyric Opera’s choice for its 30th- 
season opener: Puccini’s Madama Butterfly (at 
the Shubert Theatre through November 14). 
Not that there was anything wrong with the 
production, which was admirable. Keith 
Lockhart whipped the orchestra into excel- 
lent shape; the playing has passion and 
tonal refinement. Colin Graham, director of 
some of the BLO’s best productions, chose 
understatement and honest emotion over 
melodramatic excess; his blocking is both 
pointed and (mostly) natural, with numer- 
ous telling gestures derived from kabuki the- 
ater. Neil Patel, who designed the stark Car- 
men liked much the Santa Opera last 
created elegant set like the in- 
side red-lacquer bento box, with sliding 
Japanese panels and minimal furniture. 
David Woolard designed attractive and au- 
thentic-looking costumes. (This production 
was, gather, originally done for the Min- 
nesota Opera and Opera Theatre St. Louis.) 

The cast group singers with solid 

regional-opera credentials who know their

way around stage. Tenor Gerard Powers 
(Pinkerton) makes a good-looking Ugly 
American self-centered and thoughtlessly 
racist. the very end shows his deep re- 
gret over abandoning his young Japanese 
bride flinging himself onto the floor (one 
director Graham’s few phony touches). 
His voice solid but not yet glamorous 
instrument; needs modulate his vol- 
ume level. But his technique secure, and 
his pumping-iron climaxes don’t distort his 
tone. Baritone Carlos Archuletta sympa- 
thetic Sharpless, Honduran mezzo Melina 
Pineda recessive but equally sympathetic 
Suzuki. Tenor Matthew Dibattista (the busy- 
body Goro), baritone Joseph Valone (But- 
terfly’s wealthy suitor, Yamadori), and mez- 
Erica Brookhyser (Kate Pinkerton) all 
make good impressions. 

Butterfly soprano Kelly Kaduce (who 
sang the title role the Thais last sea- 
son). Opening night, she let one high note 
the climax her entrance scene slip shril- 
out tune, but otherwise she sang with 
impressive, full-voiced warmth. With Lock- 
hart’s help, she shaped “Un bel into re- 
monologue, almost conversational ex- 
pression evolving feeling; wasn’t just 
showpiece. She emphasizes Butterfly’s dig- 
nity, not her vulnerability. Except for some 
“Three Little Maids from School” giggles, 
she avoids the clichés Western divas imi- 
tating Japanese teenager, and she’s partic- 


ularly skillful with Graham’s kabuki-in- 
spired gestures. 

Yet until Butterfly’s final scene, nothing 
quite caught fire. Everything moved steadi- 
along (except for one the two supertitle 
screens, which gave out during the second 
act). Then, suddenly, Kaduce found the 
searing voice that came from inside the 
character (had she been saving herself for 
this?), and her suicide was both hair-rais- 
ing and affecting. 


“Vaseline!” musician friend whispered 
to me as we inched up the Jordan Hall 
aisle the intermission the sold-out 
Bank America Celebrity Series Brahms 
sonata recital violinist Gidon Kremer and 
pianist Krystian Zimerman. The first two 
sonatas were soothingly but soporifically 
beautiful, with variety color and little 
intricate give-and-take interac- 
tion. The longer, rougher-textured Third 
Sonata was more vigorous but not much 
more compelling. But their first encore, 
Réve Kremer played with 
mysteriously disembodied tone that was 
refreshing change pace, and teasing 
little Mozart sonata movement, they con- 
veyed their delight playing with each oth- 
er, not merely playing the same time. 
This was hot ticket item, cheers 
the Celebrity Series for keeping the concert 
appropriate venue for chamber music.

BROOK GRIFFIN 


Standardized French fare, done well 


MAIS QUI The Back Bay Restaurant Group brings French brasserie Back Bay. 


Bouchée does many things well that even 
some its drawbacks may successful. For 
example, the menu stereotyped like that 
the 'sos French restaurant it replaced 
(DuBarry, after long hiatus), but that may 
make even better for those who remember 
the old onion for- 
mula French restaurants and those who 
are discovering such restaurants for the first 
time. Not everyone wants culinary innova- 
tion, the specific culinary innovations that 
French restaurants have made both here and 
in France since the 1960s. 

Should these innovations prove neces- 
sary, however, executive chef Tim Partridge 
(from the now-extinct Perdix) has the train- 
ing and experience nouvelle cuisine 
grill-bistro. His roadmap here was that 
any French driver: travel right down 
the middle and weave necessary high 
speed. Yet the Back Bay Restaurant Group, 
which owns 31 other restaurants, took time 
and care expanding this space: opening 
complicated subterranean room 
large bar and dining area, and remaking 
double storefront into second dining room 
set above street level (which DuBarry never 
had). Decoration problem either, since 
the group’s origins lie the old Charlie’s 
Eating and Drinking Saloon. Once you trans- 
late that turn-of-the-century saloon into 
French, you have art-nouveau brasserie. 

Food also kind standardized. fact, 
when our server offered choice round 
sourdough rolls longer mini-baguettes, 
they were both crusty white breads and tasted 
the same. It’s French restaurant, you get 
foil-wrapped butter and portion-controlled 
Promise spread instead pour olive oil. 

For appetizers, the plate of olives ($5) is 
generous and varied with four identifiable 
types. especially like the tiny marinated 
ones. The salade Bouchée ($8) big and 
very good, with variety greens, real 
cherry tomatoes, sliced radishes and on- 
ions, and “lardons,” which are similar to 
crunchy bacon sandwiches. 

Escargot ($8) tastes exactly always (like 


garlic butter), except that Bouchée dispenses 
with the shells and serves them naked 
deeply indented plate. Baked raclette ($8), the 
French answer fondue, served mini 
frying pan with excellent, fully ripe bosc-pear 
parts already under the cheese, and 
Slices toasted baguette pick any loose 
cheese the end. 

The most impressive main dish tried was 
cassoulet ($26/$42 for two): the baked beans 
were done with meltingly braised chunk 
fresh pork, full leg confit duck, anda 
fine, lean lamb sausage. The beans were real 
flageolets: thin, dried bean that retains 
little green color and green-bean flavor even 
when baked for long time. Diced carrots 
added extra color, and buttered crumbs that 
probably weren’t baked for hours en- 
hanced the beans; slight under-cooking and 
too much salt were minor flaws. The meats, 
ironically, were slightly overdone. But per- 
fection and cold-weather appetites are right 
around the 

Roast monkfish ($26) fine piece, and 
don’t worry about the “on the bone” part. 
Monkfish bones are pretty simple. This 
served on a bed of French puy lentils — dark, 
lentils that keep their shape when fully 
cooked and make hearty contrast. Roast 
lamb chops ($36) are four baby-rib chops, 
done medium rare ordered, with oven-fried 
fingerling potatoes, and side ratatouille 
that found too salty and greasy, almost 
though tomato paste were involved.

Every day, Pulido took the bus another 
universe: Madison Park High School, in 
Dudley Crossing. Newly opened in 1976, the 
school was the epitome the desegregation 
effort, pulling students from white and 
black neighborhoods alike. Its 2400 students 
were 45 percent black, 35 percent white, and 
15 percent Hispanic. 

Along with creating ethnically diverse 
classrooms, Madison Park mixed together 
active and future gang members from across 
the city. Pulido was the same age the 
founders number Boston gangs 
Castlegate, HQ Block, X-Men, Corbet Street 
Crew, and Columbia Point Dogs from 
neighborhoods that sent teens Madison 
Park High. 

was Madison Park that Pulido 
became friends with Victor Lozano, the man 
now believed the federal government’s 
informant. high school, Lozano was 
already getting into trouble and was charged 
with gun possession during his senior year. 
Lozano (who, in Madison Park’s 1983 senior 
yearbook, listed his ambition “to 
pharmacist”) was later convicted drug 
trafficking, among other crimes. 

Pulido’s name does not appear among 
any sports teams activity clubs Madison 
Park High School yearbooks.

Things took downward turn for 
Pulido. In 1991, he and his wife separated 
and eventually divorced. And soon after, 
his father, Emilio, died of stomach cancer. 
Pulido took honorable discharge from 
the Marines, and moved back into his 
mother’s Hyde Park home Edge Hill 
help his mother raise his younger siblings. 
A few months later, the IRS issued him a 
federal tax lien for $1126. 

Pulido joined the Boston Municipal 
Police December 1992 and the MBTA 
police the next fall. also met another 
woman, Evelyn “Reese” Tucker; they had 
their first child in 1993, and married the 
following year. paid off the tax lien 
and they moved around the corner 
apartment Walden Street. 

But street violence was never far away. 
His new apartment was practically within 
the Bromley-Heath development, which 
was fast becoming focal point Boston 
violence. Its Heath Street gang was not 
only hot rivalry with Academy Homes, 
its nemesis across Columbus Avenue, and 
with Mission Hill the other side; had 
also become entwined vicious network 
alliances and disputes with nearby 
Roxbury gangs. 

fact, was just block away from 
both the Pulidos’ Edge Hill house and his 
new Walden Street apartment that bul- 
lets struck Heath Street gang members 
Halloween, 1994, sparking a misguided 
retaliatory strike that killed nine-year-old 
Jermaine Goffigan. 

1996, the Boston Police Academy 
accepted Pulido into its class. Carlos 
Pizarro was in the same class, of just 
under 100 people. was Larry Celester 
Jr., brother of a Madison Park classmate 
Pulido’s. And was Roslyn Williams, 


who would have a child with Pulido in 2000. 

Their affair may have been going for 
several years. restraining-order applica- 
tion Williams took out against her ex- 
husband in 1997, she referred to “my boy- 
friend Boston Police Officer.” One per- 
son who knew her believes the boyfriend 
question was Pulido, whom she had met 
the academy. (Williams declined requests 
talk to the Phoenix for this article.) 

Williams did not make the force, despite 
criminal-justice degree from Northeastern 
University and praise from her employers 
the Suffolk County Superior Court criminal 
clerk’s office. According documents from 
her appeal the Civil Service Commission, 
she was rejected “for having had significant 
association with known gang members 
the city Boston.” 

Williams, at age 17, had been pregnant 
with Anthony Johnson’s son when Johnson 
better known the street Tony C., 
the rap world Tony Rhome was 
stabbed death Academy Homes gang 
member in 1988.

It was the dawn of “community policing,” 
and E-13 was to be its model, recalls William 
Morales, a JP community activist at the time. 
Young officers who grew the area, 
particularly those who spoke Spanish, were 
assigned there because their knowledge 
the neighborhood. Several went 
become outstanding, decorated officers. 

Assigned command them was Captain 
Mary Evans, who had been caught several 
years earlier selling old BPD police badges at 
a flea market; she had health problems and 
lasted at E-13 barely a year before returning to 
quiet headquarters duty. Above her, oversee- 
ing all of Area E, was Deputy Superintendent 
Gerard McHale, who soon was demoted all 
the way down to the rank of detective for 
allowing variety misconduct under his 
watch. 

Problems continued E-13. The shooting 
of Gregory Gallagher on School Street Place, 
in 1997, and the subsequent wrongful convic- 
tion of Stephan Cowans for it, was an early 
suspicious incident. Dozens of complaints 
and several lawsuits were filed against a 
number of officers, including Paul A. Joyce, 
Juan Seoane, Danilo Ramirez, and John 
McCabe.

in JP often lived there, notably BPD officer 
Wilbur Brittle, who was busted in 1996 for 


smuggling heroin from the Far East as part . 


international drug ring which 
eventually pleaded guilty. When Brittle 
was arrested, his daughter was going 
through BPD academy class with Pulido 
and Pizarro. 

But perhaps the most troubling cop who 
lived in the area was Adalberto “Eddie” 
Bonilla. Bonilla grew JP, and his sister 
owned and ran travel agency Egleston 
Square. He was a well-known figure in the 
area, hanging out New Look Autobody and 
spending time with E-13 officers. 

He was also supplying gang members 
who lived Walnut Park neighbor- 
hood with information and assistance they 
used perform armed robberies and 
around JP. Bonilla was arrested in '98 and 
convicted the following year. Although 
Bonilla had allegedly been doing dirty deeds 
for years, he escaped notice until two of his 
gangbanging partners one whom would 
later arrested part the Castlegate 
gang, the other charged with murder in 
another state — were caught in a robbery and 
ratted him out. 

The feds put wires his partners, who 
recorded Bonilla advising them how lie 
about their conspiracy. “I've done shit before, 
and you know nobody found out,” Bonilla 
said, in one monitored conversation in 1998. 
kept quiet and shit.” 


WARNING SIGNS 

While Bonilla was running with gang- 
bangezs, Pulido, who had been on the force 
for less than year, began using illegal 
steroids with a local criminal, according 

to a Globe report. And in 1999 Pulido tested 
positive for cocaine under the 
new testing program. was allowed 
take second test prove his innocence; 
tested positive again and was suspended for 
45 days. 

Many cities fire police officers caught 
using drugs. It’s considered taboo much 
like ballplayer who bets his own sport 
because invariably puts officers com- 
promising position among criminals from 
whom they get their supply. Pulido had 
such entanglements when tested positive 
for cocaine, the BPD didn’t know because 
never looked closely enough find out. 
now know from the FBI affidavit that 
some point Pulido did business with repeat 
felon Matthew West Everett and his 
friend Tatiana Hall, who allegedly supplied 
drugs and prostitutes for after-hours parties

The period when Pulido failed his drug 
test was particularly turbulent time 
the JP drug trade. In late 1998, federal 
agents made dozens arrests after spend- 
ing more than year working under- 
cover operation aimed Bromley-Heath 
dealers, using undercover officers and 
cooperating informants. The sting had 
been shielded from most of the E-13 officers 
and the Bromley-Heath housing police, 
whom some feds believed could not be 
trusted. The arrests included several family 
members Bromley-Heath’s tenant- 
management president. 

But Pulido was not fired for his drug use, 
and did not seem come under any special 
scrutiny. 

His marriage was in trouble, how- 
ever: during a 1999-2000 separation, he 
moved into public housing near Jackson 
Square while the same time buy- 
ing $221,000 house Dorchester from 
his future co-defendant, Carlos Pizarro. 
During this separation, Pulido impreg- 
nated his former police-academy class- 
mate, Roslyn Williams who was living 
Walnut Park, the gang- 
ridden neighborhood where several 
Eddie Bonilla’s partners crime lived. 
Not long after suspending Pulido for 
cocaine use, the department began send- 
ing portion his check the woman 
they had rejected for having ties to the 
gang community, for child support. 

Nevertheless, Pulido soon got back 
together with his wife, and they had their 
fourth child together the next year. But 
there was least one more girlfriend: 
Evelyn Reynoso, Dominican woman 
who ran Egleston Square barber shop 
with Pulido, and who “was fully aware of 
Pulido’s criminal activities,” federal pros- 
ecutors allege. 

That barber shop was just one 
Pulido’s many ventures, which according 
some took more his time and energy 
than his BPD job. plowed parking lots 
in the winter and did carpentry in the sum- 
mer. ran mechanic shop Egleston 
Square, where some residents say spent 
much his time and got into fights with 


people the street. briefly started the 
and Construction company 2001. All 
the while, he was forming business con- 
nections and partnerships that included, 
according federal investigators, fugi- 
tive hiding from authorities Creece, 
who began supplying Pulido with steroids, 
Viagra, and other drugs for illegal sale. 

Amid all this activity, in March 2002, 
Pulido was shot twice covered pedes- 
trian path between Glen Road and 
Heath Street, a well-known hot spot for 
car-stripping and drug-dealing known 
“crack alley,” less than two blocks from 
Pulido’s old Edge Hill Road home. Pulido 
didn’t call for back-up until after was 
shot; gave vague and, some say, uncon- 
vincing explanation what happened; and 
never identified the shooter. Fortunately, 
both bullets struck Pulido’s bullet-proof 
vest (which always wore, although 
was not required and few regularly did). 
For this attack in the line of duty, he was 
hailed the press and the neighborhood 
hero. 

But today, many in the BPD and the com- 
munity the incident evidence that Pulido 
was already involved shady business, 
perhaps with Heath Street gang members.

Remarkably, the BPD was never suspicious 
Pulido’s misdeeds.

the main cooperating witness the case 
against Pulido, moved back to Boston later 
that year, the same time that the govern- 
ment began its investigation into Pulido.
